The Cotton Crop. 


From the Savanah Republican.] 

We have been permitted to make the 
following extracts from letters received 
by one one of our mercantile firms giving 
accounts of the prospects of the cotton 
crop in different parts of the country: 

Quincy, FLa., August 10, 1868.—For the 
past two or three days we have had fuvor- 
able weather for cotton. We have had for 
two weeks previous entirely too much rain 
for the cotton crop. causing it to shed con- 
siderably, and we hear of the rifle or boll- 


not general as yet. Up to this date they 
have done little or no damage in this 
county, but, from all we can learn from 
our best informed planters in such 
matters, they are increasing or spreading 
daily, and it is believed by the first proxi- 
mo their ravenous and destructive proper- 
ties will be sufficiently developed to do se- 
rious injury to the crop, which, up to the 
commencement ot the late rains, were very 
promising. 

A few dry, hot days, after such copious 

and continued rains as we nave had, will 
cause the forms or young bolls to shed or 
drop off by thousands. 
Kast of this, we learn, some plantations 
have alfeady been very seriously injured 
by the caterpillar and other causes above 
named.
